The Philadelphia Titties publishes ar 
interesting letter from Bradford, Pa.. 
on the vicissitudes of oil operators and 
the mania for speculation. 
It reads 
like a page from the history of Califor­ 
nia in the palmy days of placer mining 
Speculation in the price of oil was the 
next craze, and one that finds promi­ 
nence to-day. 
Magnificent oil ex­ 
changes were erected in Oil City, Titus­ 
ville and Bradford. Here speculation is 
indulged in the price of oil, the oil cer­ 
tificates being the basis. 
One instance 
of how men become rich in this way 
occurred iii Oil City. Two brothers by 
the name of Gocttle, in 1866-7, welt) 
bootblacks around the streets of the oil 
towns. They made a good deal of 
money for boys, and saved it 
When 
they had a few hundreds saved they 
took a flyer on the market. 
They were 
successful, and doubled. 
Success still 
followed them, and to-day they are 
among the wealthiest and most success­ 
ful speculators in the region. 
The 
magnificent generosity of the oil men 
is well known. 
A poor and needy 
woman ha9 often had thousands of dol­ 
lars raised for her among a crowd of oil 
men, and in a few minotes she was 
raised from poverty to opulence. They 
spend money like water, and no town 
iii the country will show better-dressed 
men and women than these. They all, 
almost universally, wear diamonds upon 
their shirt bosoms, which iii many eases 
they are forced to pawn for necessities 
before they have become even accus­ 
tomed to them. 
When the market is dull and inactive 
for a few days it is noticeable every 
place. 
Speculation is the life-blood of Oil 
City. 
Business stagnates, men £et the 
blues, and the town is dull, indeed. 
But let the market be variable, fortunes 
are made and lost, men are excited, the 
streets are alive with oil brokers rush­ 
ing back and forth between banks and 
exchanges with 
certificates, 
drafts, 
checks, and even money in their hands. 
The wives of the brokers crowd to the 
exchanges, and file in the visitors’ 
gallery, watching tho operations of 
their husbands. Some time ago, in one 
of these exchanges, tho gallery was 
filled to overflowing. The market was 
leaping up at the rate of ten cents an 
hour. One of the heaviest buyers was 
on the wrong side. He saw his fortune 
disappearing like a mist, at the rate of 
$25,000 an hour. 
For six hours this 
continued, and he was forced to “ lay 
down,” as it is called-*to lie announced 
a bankrupt, in other words. 
His wife 
was a witness of the whole scene. 
An 
hour bofore the worst came she left the 
exchange, walked into a dry-goods 
store, took off her sealskin sacque, and 
sold it. 
From that place she went to 
the jeweler’s and disposed of her dia­ 
monds and all her silver. 
When her 
husband returned home disconsolate 
aud downcast, she met him at the door 
dressed in a neat calico wrapper. 
Ile 
had been a clerk before fortune smiled 
upon him, and she a modest school­ 
teacher. She informed him that she 
had discharged 
all 
tho servants, 
and they would 
live 
as 
former­ 
ly, 
she 
doing 
the 
work. 
She 
handed him $5,500 as the result of sell­ 
ing lier jewelry, and told him to use it. 
Joy and hope beamed in his eyes and 
found place in lii9 heart again. 
Ile 
went again to business. In one month 
he had regained his former position, 
had redeemed everything his wife had 
pledged, and was living as formerly. 
Three timos within six years was this 
man saved In this manner by his wile. 
To-day he is one of the most daring and 
successful of our speculators. 
This is 
one story. Here is another: A young 
man in Franklin wished to marry. 
He 
w as well-to-do, had a snug littlo sum in 
the bank, but the speculation mania 
caught him. 
He invested it all in oil. 
The market that had been going up for 
four days turned 
the very day he 
bought, and in two short hours he saw 
the savings of years disappear. 
It 
maddened him. 
He took to drink, be­ 
came unfit for business, lost hi9 posi­ 
tion, tho love and respect of his wife, 
for he had married, and gradually 
sank, step by step, until he is to-day a 
maudlin itar-roora drunkard. 
Homes 
have been ruined, hearts broken, lives 
destroyed* men crazed by this exciting, 
insaue passion that never quits them 
until they have lost all they possess, 
except in a very few cases where they 
had the hardihood to fly w hile their 
pockets were full. 
This hap|>cns about as often as it docs 
in Cie lives of gambler** These men, 
as a rule, live fast lives, and it is very 


by showing to them how' much wiser 
you arc than they. 
You can do this in 
no easier way than by rejecting all 
their counsel and admonition. 
Don't go to church, if you can avoid 
it; but if you must go, take care to 
show your intelligent contempt for the 
worship and die worshipers. 
Follow these few dirccticris, boys, 
and you will at least attain a high place 
in the world. 
It may be the gallows, 
but it will be a high place nevertheless.

Uncooked Pork Dangerous. 


Raw salt pork with a little vinegar 
and pepper has long been a favorite 
dish in many a farmer’s family in the 
Northern States during tho cold winter 
months. 
Hunters, trappers, lumber­ 
men and woodchopper^ also make use 
of slices of raw pork to make a sand­ 
wich for luncheon, and not a few per­ 
sons who read this will remember the 
time when slices of cold raw pork and 
a piece of bread helped to fill an empty 
stomach on a winter day in tho back­ 
woods. Whether any of tho thousands 
of persons who have partaken of such 
food in times past were injured by it 
will probably never be known, but we 
know that there are numbers of them 
still living, in tho enjoyment of good 
health and a green old age. 
But of late 
it appears that tho minute parasite 
known as trichina is found more fre­ 
quently in pork than formerly; though 
whether this is due to tho increase in 
number of investigators, and their vigi- j 
lance in searching for such objects of 
natural history, or because the parasite 
has really become more common, it . 
would be difficult to determine. 
The ' 
fact, however, that it is occasionally 
found in pork is sufficient ground for 
warning consumers of this kind of meat 
of their danger.

Trichina; are very minute, varying 
from onc-cightcenth to one-sixth of an 
inch in length, and yet they are the 
most dangerous of all the internal par­ 
asites known to infest the human race. 
The mature worms live in tho intes­ 
tines of animals, but the immature, or 
what are termed cysts, live in the mus­ 
cles. They are found in tho encysted 
form in the flesh of hogs and various 
other animals, but they can only reach 
maturity, or become fully developed 
and reproduce their kind, when tho 
meat of the animal which they infest is 
eaten by another, thereby being set 
free by the digestion, or dissolving of 
tho cysts. 
From the stomach they 
pass into the bowels, where they propa­ 
gate very rapidly, and millions of the 
young bore outward and into the flesh 
and muscles of their victims. 
The 
symptoms are at first diarrhoea, then 
violent muscular pains like rheuma­ 
tism, while the worms are boring 
through the walls of the intestines, 
and later fever sets in. 
After the 
worms reach the muscles and become 
encysted, they cease to irritate, which 
occurs in six to eight weeks, provided 
the person affected lives that time. 
To speak of treatment is not our 
province, but prevention is a legitimate 
subject for discussion, and cannot be 
too strongly urged upon every farmer 
who raises hogs or person who eats 
pork. Cleanliness in tho hog pen and j 
3’ard is the 
first step, 
and 
the 
second is to avoid 
allowing hogs * 
and pigs to catch or eat rats or j 
mice, which arc really the most prolific ! 
disseminators of these dangerous para­ 
sites. 
It is a very common practice 
with man}* fanners to throw all sorts (if 
offal ahi! tilth in to (heir hog pen**, and 
if their boys happen to kill or wound a 
rat, ho goes among the rest, thereby 
endangering the life of every person 
who may cat pork raised on the farm 
Hats on a farm should be trapped, and 
their bodies burned or buried where no 
animal can find them; but instead of 
this they arc usually permitted to 
harbor aoout the hog pen, where they 
find plenty of food, anti if one gets 
cornered a hog will catch and devour 
him, trichimu and all. 
Slaughter house 
pork is the most dangerous of all, anil 
it should never be used until subjected 
to a thorough microscopic examination 
Haw or half cooked pork should bt 
talioocd under all circumstances as 
dangerous, and the cooking must Im 
very thorough and complete or some of 
the parasites may escape destruction. 
Some recent experiments of M. Vocher, 
of Paris, reported in the Lancet, show 
that far more heat is required to kill 
trichime than has heretofore been sup 
posed. 
Ho affirms that protection 
given by cookirf& is quito illusory, and 
that in the thorough cooking of an or­ 
dinary joint of meat the temjRjrature 
in the center is not sufficient to insure 
the destruction of the parasite. 
Ho 
took a leg of pork of moderate size 
and boiled it thoroughly. 
A thor 
moulder placed within, ai a dentil of 
two inches and a half. registered, after 
half an hour's boiling,89 degrees Fahrcii 
licit; after an hour, 118 degrees; after 
an hour and a half, 119 degrees; and, 
after two hours and a half, when the 
joint was thoroughly cooked, 165 de­ 
grees. 
From this it would apj*ear that 
a temperature equal to that of boiling 
water, 212 degrees, was not roached 
during tho entire time of cooking 
tho meat, aud only two and a half 
inches from the surface. 
The center, 
of course, would bo still less affected, 
and the parasites at that point not 
injured in the least. 
In tho ordinary 
method of cooking by frying in thin 
slices, tho heat to which the jiork is 
subject is much greater than in boiling, 
and for this reason is much the safest 
way of cooking pork. Theexperiments 
of M. Vaclier, showing how readily 
tricliinsc may escape destruction in 
cooking pork, probably had somo influ­ 
ence on the Chamber of Deputies and 
the recent decisions of tho French Gov­ 
ernment prohibiting the importation of 
American pork. 
In preparing smoked bacon, hams 
and shoulders tile trichina: are in great 
part destroyed, and all may be if tho 
smoking is thorough and continued 
long enough to enable tho creosote or 
oil of smoke to reach tho very center 
of tho pieces; and we may say that 
thorough smoking and thorough cook­ 
ing arc among the best and most certain

D R . R O v lfftP R R D 'M D R A T H . 
Tho announcement of the death of Rev. 
E. J. Godspeed, D. D., was givfcri in last 
evening’s Gazette, and as he had so many 
friends and acquaintances in this city, we 
give tbo following additional facts con­ 
cerning his life: 
Tile Rev. Edgar J. Godspeed, D. D., 
who died at Columbia, S. C., Sunday 
night, was born in Glen Falls, Warren 
county. New York, in 1833, and received 
a common school education there. He 
entertnl Union College, at Schenectady 
in I Hoi I, and graduated from the Roches­ 
ter Theological seminary in 1853. About 
this timo ho married Mias Currie S. Ray­ 
mond, and, after ordination, was called 
to the Central Baptist church of Pough­ 
keepsie, New York, where lie remained 
two years. Ile thon removed to this 
city, and for seven years j acceptably 
filled the pulpit of the First Baptist 
church. 
Iii 1801 the newly-organized Second 
Baptist church of Chicago extended a 
call to Dr. Goodspeed, and he labored in 
this field for over ten yoars. 
His ad. 
ministration was highly successful, aud 
ho was highly instrumental rn building 
up tho church, but his health broke 
down, and ho was compelled to visit Eu­ 
rope aud the West. Finally, iii conse- 
I nonce of his physical condition, he was 
comi>elled, in 1870, to resign his pastor­ 
ate uud removed to Syracuse, N. Y., 
when' ho remained tor a year. He then 
assumed the Presidency of the Benedict 
Institute of Columbia, S. 0., the leading 
Baptist seminary of that sectiou, and he 
held this position at the time of his de­ 
cease. 
Dr. Goodspeed was the author of a 
“Life of Christ for Young People,” a 
History of the Chicago Fire,” und sev­ 
eral other works, uud was for several 
years a trustee of the Chicago University 
ami oue of the bourd of managers of tile 
Baptist Theological Helm nary at Morgan 
Park. He leaves a wife, son, and daugh­ 
ter, the son being a student in Brown 
University. 
The remains have been 
forwarded from Columbia to Chicago for 
^torment, but arrangements for the fun­ 
eral have not yet been completed.
